Allosaurus 

The besl-known large carnivore ol Ihe Late Juiassic period. 
Allosaurus was a powerful llesh-eafer brardisnmg more Iran 
seventy 3-lnch-long teeth. Hinged jaws and a movable |oml 
in the skull allowed it lo wolf down enormous hunks ol meat. 
Allosaurus was 30-40 feet long and lived In North America 
156-145 million years ago. 



Baryonyx 

Nicknamed "claws." Baryonyx was an unusually large meat-eater 
Perhaps its most distinctive characteristics were its long 
crocodile-like snout with many teeth and its enormous 
talons, nearly one tool long Baryonyx was 30 feel long 
and lived in England 125 million years ago.

Domonychus

Orodromeus was about 1 foot long and ate plants and insects

Pachycephalosaurus 

PachvceptialcsaurLs was the lamest 
and most advanced of the bone-heads, or 
pachvcepnalasauis The bony spikes on its snout 
may have been used lor digging, and its thick skull 
may have been used m nead-butiimi contests 
between rival mains Thick 'wad hard" was 15 feel long.

Tnceraiops 

i BB-hornad plant-eater Triceratops 
is lie largest, nx si common, and best 
known of the homed dinosaurs. The brow 
horns could have ueen as long as 3 lest anc 
wete backed up 0y an enormous frill that 
measured 7 teet wide Using its bulk and horns, it may 
have charged predators like its contemporary 
Tyrannosaurus in the same manner as an enraged 
rhinoceros. Tncerafops was 25 leel long and lived in North America and Canada 68-65 rr llior 
years ago. 
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
